HUGO'S DRAWIN09. 


The Famous Fronch Author Might H*r» 


Been » Great Painter. 
not be without Interest tp. say «; 


word or two with regard to the drawing* 
of Victor Hugo. We shall find some excel- 
lent specimens hanging in the '.billiard 
room. Victor Hugo drew with passionate 
anthuslasm, and -this enthusiasm paned 
from his brain luto the leeit line he dww. 
He bad besides this an instinct for the 
dramatic; be found It everywhere—in the 
tempest, in tha.colm, in a tuft of grass a> 
well as in tEe sidereal immensities. This 
perpetual consciousness of the dramatic In 
everything was -so natural' to'him that It 
he took a sheet of paper, a little black oof- 
fee and the -end of a mattih be coujd, by 
looking"- into bis own imagination, that 
transformer of memory, draw In quick suc- 
cession, as if from life, the dramatic pic- 
tures which followed one another there. 


There is only one other man who pos- 


sessed tojjo great a degree this faculty for 
creating the fantastic and visionary. This 
was Gustave Dore. But the fantastic of 
Dore is commonplace and without dignity, 
whereas that of-Hugo Is superb and origi- 
nal. And why? Without -doubt because 
Hugo was transmuting his own particular 
dreams, while Dore realized those of all 
tho world. 


There is no scientific skill in the vulgar 


sense in Hugo's drawings, but a spontane- 
ous creativeness, contemptuous of all rnle 
and of everything ever seen before. It is 
the vigorous and pure expression of the 
idea predominating for the moment in bis 
mind, the only one, because of Its very 
intensity, and this spontaneity is carried 
to such a degree that almost all these 
drawings seem to have been done by the 
light of a flash of lightning. Add to this 
that this man, so adept with his hands 
and puisevering, brought an immense 
amount of concentration and skill to bear 
upon his works, which gave them the air 
of things materially rare. These observa- 
tions seem to me to explain why Victor 
Hugo, in his manifestations as a graphic 
artist, remains an inimitable master and 
of power equal to that which be displayed 
in a literary direction —G. Jeannlot In 
Scribner's. 


TRAINING THE DEAF. 


Habits Formed In the Earliest Classen Are 


of Fundamental Importance. 


Tho first few months of the school life 


are devoted chiefly to exercises for the de- 
velopment and training of those senses 
still possessed by the child, which must 
do the work of the missing sense in addi- 
tion to their own and In cultivating in 
him tho habits of obedience, attention and 
concentration, without which he can make 
no progress. The attention on the part of 
the deaf child in the classroom must be 
closer than is required of a bearing pupil, 
for if his eyes wander from the teacher's 
lips he immediately loses tho connection, 
since his oars do not tell him what is be- 
ing said. 
The habits formed in tho earli- 


est classes aro of fundamental importance, 
and a groat responsibility rests upon tho 
teachers of the lowest grades. 


Before tho actual teaching of speech the 


attention of the child must be aroused, his 
Interest awakened, the spirit of observa- 
tion, Imitation niid obedience cultivated, 
uud the senses of sight and touch rendered 
alort. This is attained by a series of intro- 
ductory exercises nearly in the form of 
play. The games are arranged to train 
the sight to rapid and accurate recognition 
of objects, colors, number, forms and 
mo\ oments and to develop in the sense of 
touch a swift and delicate discrimina- 
tion between forms, surfaces, textures, 
weights and finally vibrations. Tho eyes 
must do tho work of tho oars In compre- 
hending tho speuch of others, and tho tac- 
tile Ren so must come to the rescue in the 
training and guiding of the pupil's own 
organs of speech 
The ability to distin- 


guish differences of vibration by touch is 
tho objective point of all tactile training, 
and the exercises bearing directly upon 
this aro conducted with musical instru- 
ments, such ns tho guitar, zither and piano, 
and then applied to the vibrations of the 
voice as felt In the chest, throat and head. 
—John Button Wright in Century.

The conductor 1» W. & Sherwood, and 


be baa bad 88 years* continuous service. 
For ten years be was running for the Pull- 
mans from New York to Chicago and from 
Chloago-to St. PauL He matte those trips 
840 times. Then, as soon as the Northern 
Pacific was completed from the Mississip- 
pi to the western ocean,4n,188fl,he started 
in its dining satviee, and be lias gone from 
here to Tacoma more than 500 times. In 
all, in bis 23 years of service, he has run 
8,818,000 miles, or-188 times around the 
world,.and bethinks be carries the record 
as a traveler. He has never-been btitt in a 
wreck—In fact, has never been in but one, 
and that was a mere bluff at a wreck. 'He 
Is tbe only man yet on tbe road who has 
been with it since it was first put through 
to the coast. 


He bad charge of the famous Henry VII- 


lard party that went through on the North- 
ern Pacific in triumphal procession—the 
party tbat left St. Paul under arches of 
roses after unlimited champagne and came 
back a week later, Villard's power gone; 
with beer the only drink and abuse In tbe 
place of arches. Nearly all of the oriental 
magnates who have crossed on the road 
Sherwood has dined and wined. He bad 
Kipling under his charge in 1890 when 
that writer, then unknown to fame, took 
the passage from west to east on the long 
journey from India to Egypt, and that he 
has never retraced. He took Rufus Hatch 
and a party of 110 New York brokers on 
their famous free excursion from Chicago 
to the Yellowstone in 1883, when, it is of 
record, more wine was consumed than dur 
Ing any transcontinental route before or 
since. Possible investors In western rail- 
road stocks and bonds, mines, towns, syn- 
dicates, etc., for whom It was desired to 
make a most favorable introduction into 
the promised land, have been piloted west- 
ward and back by Sherwood, and many 
times.

This states that tho first mention 
of the manuscript is found in tho catu- 
ioguo edited in l!>9fl, but that it had been 
in the Vatican before that date, having 
boon received there, without duubt, under 
the librarianship of Cardinal Amulio, and 
very probably in tho yonr l&m The two 
oth«r pamphlets, in French and In Span- 
ish, nro tho work of JVI. F. del 1'nno y 
Troncnso, director of the Museum of Mex- 
ico. 11. dol Paso describos with great euro 
the manuscript of tho Vatican and proves 
that in the reproduction mado by Aglln 
toward 18TO for the groat work of Lord 
Kingsborough tho order of its pages \vns 
completely reversed. At tho close of tho 
Spanish pamphlet the author has arranged 
u careful comparison of the plates of tho 
English publication with the leaves of tho 
original maniihcrlpt.
